The Only Steam Trawler

On Atlantic Coast 


Boston’s famous T wharf receives car- 
goes of fish from no vessels of more 
general interest than the little steamer 
Spray, the only steam trawler owned | 
on this side of the Atlantic. 

She is an exact counterpart of count- 
less vessels of that class which dot the 
waters of the North sea. She also re- 
sembles closely the French fishing /heats 
that cross to the banks every summer. 

The trawl used by the Spray is not 
the long line or “trawl,” with hooks at- 
tached by short lines every few feet 
its length, such as the fishing schooners 
use, but a huge net, 100 feet in length 
and about 10 feet high, the lower edge 
of which is bound by a rope-wound wire 
cable, called the footrope, whose weight 
keeps it on the bottom when the trawl! 
in use, and thus prevents any fish 
from escaping underneath. 

The top of the net is held taut by a 
stout hempen cable, called the headrope,

RAINEY DEMANDS PAPERS. 

WASTING TON, D. ¢ Representative 
Henry T. Rasney of Illinois, who has in- 
troduced~a_ resolution in the House of 
tepresentatives calling for an investiga- 
tion of the purchase of the Panama canal 
by the United States, has made a de- 
mand to see the papers now on file in the 
war department concerning the transfer 
of the canal property to the 
States. 

Mr. Rainey has undertaken this work 

at the instigation, in part, of the Demo- 
cratic national committee. 
, He has already undertaken 
the testimony of William Nelson Crom- 
well, formerly the attorney of the Pan- 
ama Canal Company.

Already net earnings compare favor- 
ably with last year. This applies to Oc- 
tober results now being reported. It will 
recalled that during October, 
gross earnings attained high levels but, 
unfortunately, so did operating expenses. 
This was the result chiefly of three great 
factors: (1) Extensive repairs to road. 
way were being made in anticipation of 
the winter; (2) the efficiency labor 
was generally at a low point, and (3) 
wages and the cost of materials and sup- 
plies had risen to the highest mark in 
history. The result was an almost uni- 
versal loss in net revenue. 

Comparisons Will Be Favorable. 

The general suspension of commercial 
activity throughout the country really 
commenced about the first of November, 
1907. It was immediately reflected in 
railroad earnings. The gains in gross 
over the year preceding, while not entire- 
ly lost, were materially impaired. Ex- 
penses were difficult of control and the 


of 


railroads were unable to scale them down 


in the proportion that their traffic fell 


1907. | 


off. In consequence the decline in net 
earnings, already large in October. was 
made still greater in the month follow- 
ing. 

The rise in gross earnings which had 
prevailed continuously for months was 
almost completely checked in November 

the increase was but $2,957,871 or 3.4 
per cent. The falling off in net earnings 
was $6,037,081, equal to 18.8 per cent. 

It is to be expected that railroad earn- 
ings for this year, commencing with those 
to be reported for November, will show 
up well when contrased with those of 
1907. Especially should this be true of 
net earnings, for the efficiency of labor 
has been greatly impreved, payrolls have 
not inereased—in many cases they have 
been reduced and the cost of railroad 
supplies and materials has dropped, co 
incident with the decline in the prices 
of metals and other commodities.

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Happiness | 
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It might be said in a general way that just exactly what consti- 
tutes a happy home, as the average man and woman is disposed to 
regard happiness, has never been exactly defined. The thing or 
things which would make home happy for some might make home 
unhappy for others. This is due to the now universally admitted 
fact that people differ widely in their tastes and that while some like 
one thing, others have a well developed hking for something else. 
Anybody who has ever resided in an apartment house knows that 
there is great diversity of opinion and taste as to what constitutes a 
happy flat, and it is hardly .ecessary to say that to some a happy 
ilat, no matter how happy it might be, would not be to all intents 
and purposes a happy home. 

That music is an important factor in the happiness of many 
homes is a fact too self-evident to be dwelt upon. Otherwise the 
average American home would not be so filled with melody. Other- 
wise the notes of the piano, the guitar, the mandolin, or, perchance, 
the violin, flute or cornet would not issue from the windows of so 
many happy homes on summer evenings. Otherwise there would 
not be such a tremendous and continuous demand for pianolas and 
-phonographs. But that music is not absolutely essential to happi-
